DON’T LET IT BURN A HOLE 


This month, checks totaling $174,000,000 will start show- 
ing up in the mailboxes of those California veterans entitled 
to National Service Life Insurance dividends. 

The money is a refund on past premiums for insurance 
taken out in wartime. The vets get such a windfall because the 
war’s death toll was below statistical estimates, mainly due to 
the early collapse of Japan before an all-out invasion was 


necessary. 
All those dollars — 174 millions of ‘em — pouring into 
California will help everyone. Manufacturers, farmers, 


merchants — it would be hard to find any business untouched 
by the sudden increase of disposable income. 

The wise veteran WILL NOT SPEND HIS INSURANCE

A recent poll taken by a veterans’ publication indicates 
that most ex-soldiers will use their share of the national wind- 
fall wisely.

DETROIT (UP)--The CIO United Auto Workers “fireside strike” 
against Chrysler corporation whittled the nation’s car and truck pro- 
duction by one-fifth yesterday and kept 115,000 from their jobs. Fed- 
eral and state labor officials attempted to schedule new pension con- 
ferences to end the paralyzing tie-up at 25 Chrysler plants in six 
states. It began Wednesday when 89,000 workers went on strike.

LOS ANGELES (UP) — 
California’s citrus industry is 
selling produce on its merits in- 
stead of on a shortage - over- 
supply basis for the first time 
in years, says Clark Donmyer, 
chairman of the National Cit- 
rus Merchandising committee. 

Heretofore, he said, the in- 
dustry has offered produce to 
the public on the theory of “buy 
now because there is a short- 
age’ or “eat more because we 
have & bumper crop.” 

Donmyer, director of sales 
promotion for Mutual Orange 
Distributors said California 
navel oranges now in the 
markets are sweeter and juicier 
than any produced in years. 
Florida and Texas oranges also 
are better this year, he said.

Expansion of the Exchange 
Orange Products plan to handle 
frost damaged and unmarketable 
fruit was announced yesterday by 
Paul S. Armstrong, general man- 
ager of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange.

WEST COMMANDERS DEMAND 


LIFTING OF BABY BLOCKADE’ 


BERLIN (UP) — Berlin's three 
western commanders formally de- 
manded yesterday that Russia im- 
mediately lift the “baby blockade” 


of Berlin. 

The protest was drafted yester- 
day morning as a 57-truck U. S. 
Army convoy passed through Rus- 
sian checkpcints with a minimum 
of delay, but as hundreds of Ger- 
man trucks were stopped at bor- 
der stations. 

The western protest, delivered 
to Soviet Commander Maj. Gen. 
Alexander Kotikov, called, the 
Soviet actions “clearly unjusti- 
fied” and said reasons given were 
“trivial.”
